My  final  message  in  the 
Yearbook.  It  will,  in  actual  fact, 
be  the  last  during  the  Russell 
era.  The  editor  has  told  me  that 
after  a  decade  of  service  to  the 
school  .  .  .  "feel  free  to  write  as 
much  as  you  like",  and  she  also 
told  me  that  the  theme  is  to  be 
"WE'VE  GOT  CLASS!"...  and  I 
COULD  NOT  AGREE  MORE. 

For  me  this  is  a  year  of 
looking  over  the  ten  years  of  my 
term  as  the  school's  Head- 
master. So  much  has  hap- 
pened. The  facility  itself  would 
be  virtually  unrecognizable  to 


former  students  who  return  for 
a  visit.  The  physical  plant  is 
outstanding  and  few  schools,  if 
any,  can  boast  of  such  features 
as  a  Computer  Laboratory,  a 
13,000  volume  library  and  two 
well-equipped  gymnasiums  .  .  .
